AU Instance of the Misleading Character 


of Circumstantial Evlrtance. 


There is no figment of the imagina- 


tion—if it ia at all within the limit of 
possibilities—more curious or strange 
than some things that actually happen. 
The following is an instance in proof of 
this: 


A few years ago Frank Millet, the 


well known artist, war correspondent 
and story writer, published a short story 
in a leading magazine which bad as its 
principal feature the mysterious killing 
of a Parisian artist in his own studio. 
A web of circumstantial evidence led to 
the arrest of :i model who had been in 
the habit of posing for him. But through 
some chain of circumstances which the 
writer of this has now forgotten, the 
murder—if murder it can be called— 
was found to have been caused by the 
discharge of a> firearm through the force 
of capillary attraction. The firearm was 
used by the artist as a utudio accessory, 
and was hung in such a manner that he 
was directly in line with it. Its dis- 
charge occurred when he was alone in 
his studio.

flight of the imagination. 
Now for its 


parallel in fact. 


The Albany Law Journal tells of the 


arrest of a man upon the charge of kill- 
ing his cousin. 
The dead man was 


found lying upon a. lounge about 3 
o'clock in the afternoon with a 02-caliber 
ball in his brain. The cousin, who. had 
an interest of $100,000 in his death, was 
alona with him in the house at the time. 
The discovery of tlie real cause of death 
was due to the lawyer of the accused, 
who took the rifle from which the ball 
had been fired, loaded and hung it upon 
the wall, nnd then marked the form of a 
man upon a white sheet and placed it 
upon the lounge where the man had 
been found. 


Then a heavy cut glass pitcher of wa- 


ter was placed upon a shelf above. The 
temperature was 90 degs. in the shade. 
The pitcher of water acted as a sun class, 
and the hot rays of the sun shining 
through the water were refracted di- 
rectly upon the cartridge chamber of the 
rifle. Eight witnesses were in the room, 
and a few minutes after 8 o'clock there 
was a puff and a report, and the ball 
struck the outlined form back of the ear, 
and the theory of circumstantial evi- 
dence was exploded. 


This is interesting, not only because 


the real occurrence is quite as strange as 
the imagined one, but because the fact 
catno after the fiction and paralleled it 
so closely.—Detroit Free Press.

POSSIBILITIES OF KKNO AS A MAN- 


UFACTURING 
CENTER. 


While it is not the purpose of the 


JOURNAL to go into the details of indus- 
tries that might be considered by tien 
who are largely interested ia our commu- 
nity and have the means and go-ahead- 
Stiveness to inquire into the possible 
profits from such undertakings, yet it 
will be no harm at tbe beginning of the 
year 1893 to suggest a few ideas that 
might be of benefit to the tovru and 
county directly end to the State at 
large. 


Reno is advantageously located on oue 


of the greatest transcontinental railroads. 
It has large farming, timber, agricultural 
and mining interests adjacent, and more 
particularly an undeveloped water power 
second to none on the coast. 
Numerous 


manufacturing interests could he started 
without an; extraordinary outlay of cap- 
ital that would doubtless develop into in- 
dustries that would increase the popula- 
tion of our town and State by giving em- 
ployment to many persons, thereby add- 
ing to the value of property, the stability 
of the town, and developing a senna of 
independence that at this time does not 
exist. 


It may be argued that manufacturing 


industries cannot be successful owing to 
rates of freight and the cost of labor. 
These will be overcome when efforts are 
made looking to the permannncy of in- 
dustries and the fact is established that 
we are in competition with other parts of 
ihe country. 


The rates of railroad freights will be 


fixed in proportion to the demand for 
shipment. Skilled and unskilled labor 
will regulate its prices hero as elsewhere, 
where steady and lucrative employment 
is assured. 
Petty differences and per- 


sonal matters must be laid aside, and 
each lend a hand to the attainment of 
the one end—success and prosperity for 
all. Several industries ha?e been planned 
an'! are now facts; such as the redaction 
works, the marble works, and other new 
'enterprises that are on the high road to 
prosperity. No better location can be 
found in the world for a pr.per mill than 
at R?oo. 
The water power is here, and 


all the requisite material necessary for 
the enterprise. 
A market could readily 


be found for the product p.,-id the cost of 
manufacture would be no greater here 
comparatively than elsewhere. 


A wood fibre factory would certainly 


pay. 
Much of the wasteage from the 


mills alon^ tho river and the sawdust 
thut bus in the past given so much 
trouble, but which now is burned, could 
be used in the manufacture of indurated 
fibre ware. 
Many household utensils, 


buckets, bath and wash tubs, horse 
trougos, etc. are made of this material 
now and find ready sale, being more 
durable and cleaner than metal. 


Tbe red hills just north of Reno afford 


nn endless supply of material for pressed 
brick and terra cotta ware. 
This indus- 


try would grow into mammoth propor- 
tions in a short time. Drainage, sewer 
and water pipe is in constint demand, 
and the product of such a factory would 
find a ready market. 


Works for the manfacture of litharge, 


white lead, mineral p»ints, etc. could 
find no better location than thia point, 
and the necessary materials for the man- 
ufacture of tliese commodities are found 
within easy reach, and in many cases 
wasted on the dumps of our mines. 


No better m.uket exists for a candle 


factory, as the demand is constant, can- 
dles being essential in the silver mines of 
tho State. Hundreds of tons are shipped 
into the State yearly and sjld at a large 
profit. 
We hare every facility for the 


manufacture of this article, and could 
make it 13 good uud as cheap as any- 
where. 
A factory of this Kind would 


not require any extensive capital, and 
would bo a source of profit from the 
start. 


There are many other industries that 


do not suggest themselves now, but were 
any of the above inaugurated and suc- 
cessful, it would bring others. 
The 


community and the town must make 
itself. Ontsiders cannot be expected to 
do much for us except run for Congress. 
We must show what our resources are, 
and impress capital with tbe possibility 
of large profits. Let us see what can be 
accomplished in 1892, and by the end of 
the year note if our wealth and popula- 
tion are not increased more than a rea- 
sonable percentage.

Seeing the Fair on the Initallm«»t Pino. 


An organization has formed a plan 


whereby any one in New York may visit 
the World's fair, paying their expenses 
on the installment plan. 


A membership fee of five dollars la 


charged to pay the running expenses of 
the society. The remaining payments 
are in installments of, say, one dollar a 
week for fifty-five weeks. 


To provide against loss of the people's 


savings by accident or fraud, all moneys 
so deposited are turned over to tbe New 
York Security and Trust company. Un- 
der the deed of trust the society gets no 
money from the Trust company until 
the members have been given their 
ticket and conpons providing for their 
transportation and board. Each mem- 
ber then signs a receipt, and on presenta- 
tion of a number of these to the Trust 
company it releases a corresponding 
amount of money. The benefits, to be 
furnished at any time ufter the opening 
of the World's Columbian exposition, on 
fifteen days' notice, up to twenty days 
preceding its closing, are: 


A fir&t class railway ticket from a 


designated point to Chicago and return. 


Transfer in Chicago for self and usual 


allowance of baggage from station to 
hotel or lodgings and return. 


Seven clays' hotel accommodations in 


Chicago, 


Six admission tickets to the Columbian 


exposition. 


Dinner at a restaurant on the grounds 


for six days. 


An accident insurance ticket in a re- 


liable company for fifteen days, com- 
mencing on date of departure from 
home, paying $3,000 in case of death by 
accident, or $15 per week in case of acci- 
dental in-jury.—New York World. 


Queer Phenomenon at Sea. 


Captain J. Roben, commander of the 


Lloyd steamer Neckar, has written to 
the German marine observatory in Bre- 
men that when he was off Sakota, on 
Sept. 1, at 9 p. in., the sea suddenly be- 
came au even milk white luminous color, 
which at times seemed to flame up from 
the depths of the water, like the in- 
creased ' glow of an electric lamp when 
the current grow^JO strong. 


No bottom was found when the lead 


was sunk, and at 10 p. m. the sharp edge 
between the bright and the dark water 
was reached. After twenty-five minutes 
quite bright water again appeared, and 
after 11 p. m. it decreased. 


The next night the phenomenon was 


observed to be still more intense, but 
after that it was not again met with. 
The appearance had nothing in common 
with the usual phosphorescence of the 
sea. 


During its presence the horizon was 


everywhere distinctly visible, except 
where at various changing points oh the 
horizon the light seemed to shine bright- 
ly, at which time a thin haze seemed to 
lie on the water.—London News. 


Coffee la Adulterated. 


The main reason for the adulteration 


of coffee is that there is not enough of it 
to go around. Mocha now sells at the 
highest price ever known, which is about 
85 cents a pound in large quantities for 
tbe grean bean. Pure Java sells for 23 
cents a pound and pure Bio for 14i 
cents a pound. These are very high 
prices and the supply oE the best grades 
is limited. The temptations to adultera- 
tion am now therefore at the highest. 
Some low grade Brazil coffee was recent- 
ly sold at 11 cents a pound, and, when 
that comes to be doctored by the grind- 
ers, the coffee part of the product will 
be small. There is a wide difference 
between 35 cents a pound and 10 cents. 
It is a difference between the best and 
the poorest, and generally represents the 
difference between the pure article and 
the adulterated.—New York Sun.
